Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's argument that the previously added 
limitation "throughout the thickness" concerning the compositional ranges as claimed would not have to be "specifically recited in the 
application" (Remarks, page 13) reads more into the actual claim language of the original claims than is present in them: according to 
which claim language it is only required that the compositional ranges must be present somewhere in said gate insulating film. Applicant 
apparently at first also agreed, having made a substantial amendment by the added limitation "throughout the thickness" Furthermore, 
that the "gas flow ratios are more signficant than the respective gas flow rates" falls short of disclosing the added limitation for not 
dsisclosing the extent in a quantitative manner of said significance for the compositional ranges. With regard to the art rejections under 
35 USC 103(a) Applicant does not address the reason for rejection based on the teaching of Yamazaki when applied by Miyazaki 
discussed on page 7 of the office action, namely that for the application of the teaching by Yamazaki for the purpose recited therein 
results in substantially overlapping ranges of prior art and invention.. 
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
